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eas, MONG other Indelicacies of Phrafe 
in our Language, I think nothing 
reqaires the Hand of Correétion 
more than that of broken Trade/man. 
It conveys a contemptible Idea of 
the Patient, and is highly injurious 
to his Chara&ter and future Credit, 
not only among thofe who are better learned in the 4rt 
and Miftery of ftanding their Ground, but among all Ranks 
and Orders of Men, who than his Converfation like In- 
feftion. I have often confidered a Man, who has failed 
in Trade, in the fame Light as a Woman who has lott 
her Honor. As the whole Train of Females make a 
Point of decrying a Guilt in Public, which perhaps. very 
few of them could have refifted in the fame Circumftances 
of Conftitution, Temptation, and Opportunity, which 
their fallen Sifter had been under. Se the colledtive Body 
of the Brethren of the Coanter and Till Tift up their right- 
eous Eyes in Cenfure againft the lucklefs Man who prac- 
” giced the Legerdemain of tae Weight and Scales bef fuccefs- 
fally than themfelves. 


The Dutch, who I believe few People confider as the 
politeft People in the World, foften the coarfe Term I am 
complaining of, into that of a Man who has mifreckoned in 
his Accounts: Nay, the ancient Citizens of London, ex- 
prefied thessielves in the like Cafe with a becoming Ten- 
dernefs, according to the Degree of the Lapfe. He, who 
had only abfented ' himéfelf oceafionally, was genteelly {sid 
to have ave gene afide; while the Man, who abdicated 
his Shop, was treated a little more coarfely in Difcourle 
under the hopelefs Term of going off. 


I would fain recommend to the upright Dealers, under the 
various Arts and Mi/reries in this ancient City cf London, 
the Praétice of their Dutch Brethren in Trade, or the Re- 
vival of the more gentle Terms of their own Aneeftors, 
with refpe& to thofe who have proved dnfuccefsful in the 
Enterprize of Trade and Dealing ; as to {peak of ‘Things 
as they really are is not only unpolite, but leaves a Stigma 
behind rendered frequently indelible by ‘Time, and there- 
fore requires as mach to be exploded, as that of burning 
Criminals in the Face did, and for the fame Reafon; for 
what can be more diftouraging to Men who have their 
Lives to begin again, and frequently-in far different Pro- 
fellions than what they were ir before! Tho’ by Imprifon- 
ment a Man may be carrying on the Otcupation he 
had exercifed in the Days of his Liberty; yet, by the 
Afiiftance of Faceb’s and Bobwn's molt ingenious Treatifes 
of Practice in the Law, they make a wonderful Progrefs in 
that abltrafe Science, fo as to add bomorably to the Number 
of Attornies and Sollicitors, on their Redemption, by the 
next comfortable 44 of Jn/o/vency that may happen, from 
the Captivity of the Fleet or the King’s Bench. Thele col- 
legiate Receptacles are obferved to have a wonderfal Effeat 
gn. the Faculties of a Student under the wholefome Ditci- 
Pline of Confinement, and produce Practitioners of great 

, Account out of Bankrupts and Infolvent Debtors, -which, 
together ‘with’Counféllors Clerks, and fome other Irregu- 
lars, are faid to compose the Bulk of that honorable Pro- 
fellion, which is not only very lucrative in itfelf, but has 








the Advantage of the Title of Gentleman annexed to it: 
A great Incitement this to an ingenious Mind to pafs from 
the Counter thro’ a Jail into Dignitis and better Bread. 


This is generally the Provifion which attends on thofe 
who have pafied thro’ the Difcipline of Bankruptcy or Super- 
fedeas, for Want of Profecution ; but there is another Spe- 
cies of People in Trade, who, endued with the Sagacity 
and Forecaft of the Art, keep up imperceptibly againft 
the Confequences of a formy Day. They are called on 
the Royal Exchange by the Name of Greffacriams. Thefe 


ment, for the Good of the Community they have forfaken, 
abroad ; and therefore I take upon me to pronounce, that 
a Perfon in that Situation would make an excellent Minifter 
at a foreign Court; as he may exercife his Funétion free 
‘from the Terrors of the Halter that threatens him at home, 
fave what may arife now and then from the Impertinence 
of Refleétion only. Whoever has the Honor to be the 
Patron of fuch a diftinguifhing Minifter, mutt be the Ob- 
je&t of Admiration from every Side: Nor lefs he, whofe 
facil Nature is prevailed upon to procure him Letters of 
Credence from that very Hand which the Law direéts to 





induftrious People diftinguith themfclves from the more 
thoughtlefs Followers of Trade, by accumulating into 
their own Poffeffion vat Quantities of Goods from the 
Stocks of their Neighbours upon Credit, and getting in all 
the Cath they can draw into their Hands, The firit they 
confign into /afe Cufledy, and the laft they convert into 
Bank Notes or other portable Bil of Credit proper for the 
Tour of Eurcpe. As Jewellers frequently carry all their 
Wealth in a little-narrow Pocket ia the Sleeve, fo the 
Creffnerians find means to make a fma!l Pocket-Book con 


, tain not only what they are worth themfelves, but likewife 


the Spoils of all their Neighbours. 


Aware of the ill Confequences of Adication, they take 
an early Opportunity to propofe prudent Terms of Accom- 
modation to thofe who have conceived fo good an Opinion 
of their Integrity as to honor thems:with their Confidence ; 
infomuch, that they fometimes gengrovfly offer a Man to 
the full Amount of a whole Sixth of his own, provided the 
Condu& and Difpofition of the remaining five Parts are 
left to them. ‘There is an Inftance of the Folly of fome 
impertinent Creditors, who have rejefted fuch advantageous 
Conditions, and chofen ‘rather to lofe all than that the 
Creffnerian Fraud fhould pafs unpunifhed ; and therefore 
have imprudently run a Commifion of Bankruptcy into

Arms, bound to Guiney. The Turks pretend the’ Veffils 
fired wpon them, and have confifcated the Cargo. Three 
of the Xebecks Crews were afhore on one of the Canary 
Iflands, and furprized a {mall Part. but were foon obliged 
to take to their Veffels, with the Lofs of near 40 of their 
People, and their Commodore, who was killed ; however, 
they brought off 21 Slaves, 
two fmal! Xebeques fatied from heene ona Cruize. There 
remains a new 60 Gun fhip lately launched, and the 
ait Prife, which is defigned to be fitted out with Go 

uns”

They write from Holland, that the new Taxation by 
Colle&tion does not much pleafe the Publick ; they are 
inclined to a Plan of a Lottery of Ten Guilders Yearly 
which was laft Year propofed to them ; by which all forts 
of People are able to fupport their Country, with an Expec- 
tation of a Fortune, and to have a Satisfaction to fee their 
Money come in for that Purpofe, &c. 

The Solomon, from Vera Cruz to Cadiz, having on 
board 700070 Dollars, Indigo, &c. is pat into Lifbon in 
a miferable Concition, after having been 140 Days at Sea 
and about four Mouths of the Trme without any Mafts.; 
feven or eight Galleons in Company with her were ail dit- 
malted, and feparated by a Storm, which happened fx 
Days after they failed from Vera Croz.
